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Cost of living 
rises only 
.2 per cent

groceries, gasoline and interest on new mortgages, the 
cost of living rose just 0.2 per cent in April, the 
government reported Friday 
An 
administration economist called 
the figures 
“ gratifying evidence of sustained progress on the 
inflation front.” 
The 0.2 per cent increase in the consumer price index 
(CPI), both before and after seasonal adjustm ent last 
month matched the unadjusted increase in March, but 
was down from the 0.5 per cent increase in February. 
The index stood at 124.3 in April, calculated on a 1967 
base period as 100 That m eant it cost $12.43 to buy the 
same typical goods and services that would have cost $10 
five years ago. 
Still, the Bureau of Labor Statistics said, the index, 
after adjustm ent for seasonal variations, rose at an 
annual rate of 3.3 per cent since Phase IPs controls 
became effective in November. 
That compared with 6.2 per cent during 1969, 5.2 per 
cent during 1970, and 3.9 per cent during the first seven 
months of 1971 —those before the full effect of the wage- 
price freeze. 
Mrs. Mariana Whitman, a m em ber of the President s 
Council of Economic Advisers, said “ the latest figures 
for the CPI are gratifying evidence of sustained progress 
on the inflation front. We are pleased that at a time of 
strong recovery, the economy is also continuing to move 
toward the President’s goal of a much reduced inflation 
rate” of 2-3 per cent by the end of the year. 
The slight increase in the April index resulted when 
boosts in the cost of used cars, m en’s clothing, 
restaurant m eals and household services m ore than 
offset declines for food, gas and m ortgage interest. 
The BLS also reported that the wages of rank and file

with 
the 
purchasing power of their average weekly wage showing 
a 0.6 per cent gain in April —triple the increase in the 
cost of living.

Nixon said Friday night he hoped the 
Moscow summit talks would yield 
agreem ents on arm s curbs, trade 
and cooperation in space, but he 
cautioned

dram atic breakthrough in Soviet- 
American relations. 
“ I would not raise hopes too high 
because knotty problems are left to 
be solved,” Nixon told reporters at 
the Whte House who will accompany 
him on the 13-day journey. He made 
clear that Vietnam will be a m ajor 
source of friction. 
Nixon said his eight-day visit to 
the Soviet Union, three years in the 
making and the first by a U. S. 
President 
in 
27 
years, 
will 
be 
d ev o ted 
p rim a rily 
to 
h ard 
negotiations. But he said he believed 
the attitude of the Soviet leadership 
was 
“ positive,” 
based 
on 
his 
correspondence with the Kremlin. 
“The meetings will be directed

cosm etics,” he said 


“ W ere not taking this trip simply to 
open a new relationship, as we did in 
Peking,” he said 
His purpose, Nixon said, was to

The President said he and Soviet

The proposal gained approval of just 1.04 per cent of the 
m ore than 232 million shareholder votes at the six-hour and 
two-minute m eeting, 56 m inutes shorter than last y ea r’s 
record-long annual m eeting. All company-proposed item s 
were approved while dissident stockholder-proposed item s 
were defeated. 
Also defeated was a proposal by the Episcopal Church of 
the United States that GM fully disclose the nature of its 
operations in South Africa, including descriptions of re la­ 
tions with its workers. The proposal received the support of 
2.34 per cent of the shareholder votes. 


Draft rule changed 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - I n order to boost the rapidly 
sagging ranks of the National G uard and Army R eserves, 
the Selective Service System Friday proposed that for the 
first tim e men who have already received their induction 
notices be allowed to enlist in the Guard or R eserves. 
Under the existing regulations, men who already have 
received their induction notices telling them to report to 
the Army after 30 days could avoid the draft service only by 
enlisting in the regular forces. 
With this inducem ent, many men have volunteered for 
the Navy, Air Force and M arines to avoid the Army, the 
only service regularly using the draft.

Wallace sits up first time 


SILVER SPRING, Md. (UPI) -A fte r a surprise visit 
from President Nixon, Gov. George C. Wallace sat up 
briefly in a hospital chair Friday and ate his first food since 
being seriously wounded in an assassination attem pt five 
days ago. 
“ I’m stuffed,” a nurse quoted Wallace as saying after he 
finished a half a bowl of chicken broth. 
Nixon dropped in for a 40 m inute visit with the 52-year-old 
Alabama governor at midmorning on his way from Camp 
David back to the White House 
Afterwards, he told 
reporters “ You would think he was just in for a 
tonsillectom y or something like th at.” 
Nixon said he did not discuss politics with W allace, but 
the governor did bring up his sum m it m eeting next week 
with Soviet leaders in Moscow and “ wished me well on it. 
W allace, still paralyzed from the w aist down due to a 
bullet lodged near his spine, has been fed intravaneously up 
to now. In addition to taking his first food by mouth Friday, 
his press secretary, Billy Joe Camp, said he also sat up in a 
chair for the first tim e since he was shot 
Camp described it as being sim ilar to a wheelchair, “ with 
a reclining back,” and said W allace stayed in it for several 
m inutes. Camp said Wallace was sitting at a 45 degree 
angle, however, and his position was not much different 
than being cranked up in his bed.
